PROGRAM  GRANTS 

These  grants  are  available  to  provide  general  operating  support  or 
support  for  specific  projects  of  high  artistic  merit  to  not-for-profit 
organizations  in  the  areas  of  Arts-in-Education,  Dance,  Ethnic  and 
Folk  Arts,  Literature,  Local  Arts  Agencies,  Media  Arts,  Multi- 
Disciplinary  Arts,  Music,  Presenters  Development,  Theater  and 
Visual  Arts.  Program  Grants,  with  an  application  deadline  in  March, 
represent  the  Council's  largest  grant  expenditure  each  fiscal  year. 

Special  Assistance  Grant  applications  are  available  throughout  the 
year  for  unique  opportunities  arising  within  an  organization. 


PROGRAMS  TO  SERVE  THE  COMMUNITY 


ArtsResource  -  provides  support  for  schools/school  districts 
to  work  with  artists  as  project  consultants  for  new  teacher  training 
initiatives,  curriculum  development  or  student  assessment. 

Artstour  -  provides  fee  support  to  organizations  that  seek 
to  present  Illinois  touring  performing  artists  for  performances, 
masterclasses  and  lecture-demonstrations. 


Access/Decentralization  -  provides  support  to  local  arts 
agencies  whose  programs  foster  the  artistic  development  of  under¬ 
served  populations  including  youth,  inner-city,  rural,  older  individuals 
and  persons  with  disabilities. 

Arts  Development  (Regranting)  -  provides  the  opportunity 
for  local  arts  agencies  to  distribute  state  funds  in  their  own  service 
areas  according  to  their  assessment  of  local  needs. 


Ethnic  and  Folk  Arts  Master/Apprenticeships  -  pro¬ 
vide  support  to  a  master  artist/apprentice  pair  to  preserve  the 
traditional  arts  of  Illinois'  many  cultures. 

Illinois  Cultural  Connections  -  provides  national  and  inter¬ 
national  artists  who  are  already  presenting  at  an  institution  in  Illinois 
the  opportunity  to  present  at  another  venue  in  the  state  through 
a  collaboration  between  host  organizations. 


Arts-in*Education  Residencies  -  provide  support  for  Illinois 
artists  residencies  in  schools  and  communities  statewide. 
Residencies  range  from  one  week  to  six  months  duration.  Primary 
and  secondary  educational  institutions,  community  colleges  and  local 
arts  and  community  organizations  are  eligible  to  apply,  as  well  as 
four-year  coffees  and  universities  if  the  residency  involves  the  local 
K-12  studer^t  popiiation. 


Short  Term  Artists  Residencies  (S.T.A.R)  -  provides 
support  for  interaction  between  professional  Illinois  artists  and 
the  public  through  workshops,  classes,  demonstrations  and  lectures 
sponsored  by  not-for-profit  Illinois  organizations.  Each  residency 
can  range  from  five  to  thirty  hours. 
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Art  Fair  Directory  -  an  annual  guide  to  art  and  craft  fairs  taking  place  in  Illinois  throughout  the  calendar  year. 

Artists  Registry  -  a  mailing  list  service  designed  as  a  directory  to  link  Illinois  artists  with  professional  opportunities. 

Artslink  -  a  site  that  displays  current  lAC  publications  to  provide  local  constituents  with  on-the-spot  access  to 
lAC  information.  Artslinks  are  located  in  many  communities  around  the  state. 


Directory  of  Illinois  Performing  Arts  Presenters  -  a  resource  guide  that  includes  information 
about  Illinois  presenters,  booking  conferences,  showcases  and  national,  regional  and  state  resources. 

Governor's  Awards  For  The  Arts  -  a  bi-annual  awards  ceremony  that  honors  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  arts  and  showcases  new  artistic  work  commissioned  by  the  Illinois  Arts  Council. 


Grantswriting  Workshops  -  conducted  statewide  by  Arts  Council  program  staff  to  provide  information  and 
guidance  to  potential  applicants  for  Organizational  Program  grants  and  Artists  Fellowships. 

"HearHond"-  the  III  inois  Arts  Council's  quarterly  newsletter  which  provides  information  about  the  programs 
and  services  of  the  agency.  Anyone  interested  is  eligible  to  be  added  to  the  mailing  list. 

Literary  Awards  -  given  annually  for  new  work  by  Illinois  writers  published  in  Illinois  not-for-profit  literary  magazines. 


Local  Arts  Agencies  Directory  -  a  list  of  Illinois  local  arts  agencies  that  provide  financial  support, 
services  and  other  programs  for  arts  organizations,  artists  and  the  community. 

Technical  Assistance  -  available  throughout  the  year  to  help  arts  organizations  resolve  specific  artistic, 
administrative  or  technical  problems.
